M R RAY WILLISTON will him¬ 
self know be*t why in hi* speech 
thi* week in the Legislature he chose 
to throw cold water on the Columbia 
River treaty.— 

On the eve of a great interna¬ 
tional undertaking, his view* that the 
prajWT would do tmtrtd give cheaper 
electricity to R.C, consumer*, and 
that the Ottawa ratification of the 
treaty might be considerably delayed 
by provincial water licence proceed¬ 
ings, were hardly encouraging. 

Canada could not sign the Colum¬ 
bia River Treaty until it reached 
agreement on vital pointa with the 
B.C. government, and Mr. Wllllston 
waa the chief provincial officer in 
these deliberation*. 

Why, if Mr. Williston did not 
think that the formula set out in the 
treaty for the upstream development 
of the Columbia was sound and prac¬ 
tical did he give his consent in the 
first place? 

Before he agreed, Mr. Williston 
must have known that there would 
he opposition to the high Arrow dam 
bv the many people who would be 
flooded out by It. He must also have 
known that there were difficult en¬ 
gineering research problems to he 
faced. But he must also have agreed 
that the completion times, five years 
from the time of Ihe ratification of 
the treaty in the case nf the high 
At row and Duncan l^ake dam* and 
nine years in the case of Mica, were 
not unreasonable. 

Another obstacle raised by Mr. 

Williston k the one of establishing 


the end coat to the B.C. electricity 
consumer. In a project to coat over 
$350,000,000 this is of vital import¬ 
ance, but it Ls hard lo see how the 
Ri gover nmen t cun expect Ouawa, 
or anyone else, to say what the 
borrowing rates over the whole con¬ 
strue! ion period will he, when meat 
of the money will not he required 
for at least five year*. 

If anyone had said five year* ago 
the government borrowing rate In 
1960 would rrach a peak of 5- 1 ! per 
cent, he could have been classed as a 
dangerous lunatic. Similarly none 
ran predict what the money rates 
will be in 1965, when the Columbia 
capitaj requirements may be reach¬ 
ing tneir peak. 

If Mr. Williston and his govern¬ 
ment colleagues are going to quibble 
over every detail, the treaty could 
die of old age before it reached the 
ratification stage, and that would be 
a lamentable state of affairs. 

As we have said Mr. Williston 
knows best why he is so lukewarm, 
but It could be suggested he is still 
plaving the Peace against the Colum¬ 
bia As a politician Mr. Williston 
knows that his own Prince George 
constituency would gain materially 
more from |>ower development in the 
north than In the south, and he may 
also feel that the less enthusiastic he 
Appears the better deal he may be 
able to squeeze out of Ottawa. 

However, if Mr. Williston wants 
to play poker, he should realize there 
is always the danger that someone 
could eventually call the bluff. 


Encouraging Rule-Breaking 


*TTHE junior safety patrols in 
A Greater Victoria ire doing—and 
have done ever since they were first 
organized by Kiwania—a magnificent 
job of controlling traffic at achool 
crossings. There ha* not been a 
single fatality at controlled croaaing* 
since these young traffic policemen 
took over, and accidents of any kind 
have become a rarity. 

The patrols, however, cannot 
fairly be expected to enforce good 
habits among the children they are 
appointed to protect if thoughtlesa 
parents foster had ones. 

It has been reported that some 
parents collecting their children by 
car after achool pull up on the side nf 
the street opposite where they are 
standing and beckon to them to run 
across Thi* may be in mid-block, 
thus breaking one of the first safety 
rules youngsters are taught; or it 


mav be cloae to a controlled cross¬ 
walk. thereby encouraging the chil¬ 
dren to ignore the patrol*. 

The immediate danger of this 
practice ls so obvious that only a 
woolly-minded, irresponsible parent 
would encourage it; but it has be¬ 
come prevalent enough to cause of¬ 
ficial concern. 

Beyond the risk on the spot there 
is the harm this sort of thing does to 
children s respect for the patrol sys¬ 
tem and for authority generally. 
Much of the good work done by the 
school safety classes goes by the 
board when parents encourage their 
children to break the rule*. 

They should remember, too, that 
the junior patrol* are backed by 
statutory authority and have, so far 
as their work at the crossings Ls con¬ 
cerned, most of the powers of police 
officers. 


Canada’s Cities 


r is a pity that a leading British 
newspaper ha* seen fit to carry 
in its inaugural column of Canadian 
news and views a scurrilous attack 
on Canadian cities in general. 

The main theme of the article 
was that all cities in Canada wen- 
drab and gave visitors an impression 
“of street after street of St. Pancra* 
gothic." 

Who the writer is and where he 
got hi* information is, of course, not 
known—but few Canadian town-dwel¬ 
ler* will subscribe to hi* over-all 
indictment, particularly the unflat¬ 
tering comparison with the St. Pan- 
eras district, renowned throughout 
the world for its dull and monot¬ 
onous Victorian era architecture. 

Even the most dedicated architec¬ 
tural critic would be hard put to it 
to find major Canadian cities guilty 
of such aspect. In fact, it was not 
too long ago that three Canadian 
cities were acclaimed by another ex¬ 
pert in another, but eloaely related, 


field as being among the most at¬ 
tractive In the world. They were Vic¬ 
toria, Quebec and Saskatoon 

In defence of the others it could 
be stajed that such citip* as Vancou¬ 
ver, Calgary, Winnipeg, Montreal, 
Ottawa, Halifax, and even Toronto, 
may be ugly in places but could never 
be accused of drabness. 

There is not a city in the world 
which has existed for more than 100 
years—and is still growing—which 
does not contain a hodge-podge of 
architectural designs Many of our 
older buildings which we consider 
monstrous today were the pride of 
grandfathers. Nor is there a city in 
the world—with the possible excep¬ 
tion of Brasilia—that cannot be im¬ 
proved upon 

A city, after all, is a monument 
to it* inhabitants,-past and present. 

Call u* then as our cities have 
been labelled—ugly, dirty, poorly de¬ 
signed, unattractive, cluttered, un¬ 
imaginative, boorish or monstrous. 
But drab, never.

Kennedy’s Fight Against Recession 


H ERE in Washington It hat been no 
easier for us to detect signs of 
the American economic recession 
acknowledged by Presidenl Kennedy 
than it would be for an untutored siar 
gater looking up si Ihe Milky Way to 
tell that tome of its stars had gone dim. 
For although welfare workers even In 
this gracious and not very industrial 
city agree that poverty has become 
their most serious problem. Ihe past 
derade has also been for the American 
majority one of unprecedented pros 
perlty. 

As if this were not in itself suffi¬ 
ciently confusing there has been at 
the same time a profound difference 
of opinion about the current material 
slate of the Union among those who 
might be expected to know. It may be 
that in an election campaign differ¬ 
ences of this sort are bound to occur 
and need not be taken loo seriously. 
But over the past few months the, 
American amateur in economic affairs 
must hava been bewiklered by the flat 
and total contradiction between Mr. 
Richard Nixon's assurance that the 
economy was moving up and Mr. Ken¬ 
nedy's assertion that it was sliding 
down.

To make tha issue foggier stltl, the 
prestige of the retiring president has 
been involved. Mr. Eisenhower hai 
liken a special pride In his prudent 
housekeeping and to the very end was 
unwilling to let people believe that 
under his government America had 
suffered a decline.

Mr. Schultz* asset ta 
that when the last recession ended in 
1958 unemployment in America was 
never thereafter brought below 5 per 
cent, nor did the ua* of plant capacity 
ever get above 90 per cent. 

The new president has been warned- 
tha' the recession may run deep. He 
has told ua that h* means promptly to 
take up arms againa It. We cannot 
reasonably assets his methods yet. but 
economists overseas will be glad >o 
note that he means to restore the 
economy without inflation and has 
pledged himself and his administra¬ 
tion not to distort th# value of th* 
dollar.

I 
This continual harping on "brutal" play by our “un-l 
civilized” athletes by European reporters has some Canadians 
wondering if our teams are playing It too rough and! 
wondering if there is a basis In fact for all the charges which 
have been coming out to Sweden 

"for the past four years." reader Jerry Barnes writes.. 
•Tve been reading about the rough and dirty hockey our] 
teams have been playing In Europe In both exhibition and 
world competition When they lose they are called weak and 
poor representatives of our country. When they win. they are 
mean and dirty. 

"la that Just an easy excuse for the losers or do our boys 
really tum Into monsters when they cross the Atlantic? I 
feel sure that many of your readers besides me would Idea 
to hear the whole story." 

* * * 

From what I can ascertain from questioning those who 
have seen our teams play In Europe, there really isn't much 
of a atory. With the possible exception of the Penticton Vs. 
who went to Europe to regain the "world" title without 
regard for diplomatic relations. Canadian teams in Europe 
do not play as hard hockey as they do In their own leagues. I 
Hockey In- Europe la a bit of a different game than It la 
here. Bodily contact la energetically dlacouraged and Canadian | 
teams let up a bit on their robust play In the knowledge that! 
what passes for a solid check In this country will draw aj 
penalty from excitable and highly partisan referees and draw! 
boos and sizzling comment from excitable and hlghly partlsan 
fans and reporters. 

But there la a limit to the ability to resist temptation 
and sooner pr later If a forward persists In coming In with 
his head down, a Canadian player Is bound to hand out a 
lesson In one of the first things a* Canadian player learns 
—keep your head up. a 

We've had another example In the past week of what 1 i 
follows. Fans boo and throw snowhaUs. reporters try to outdo 
each other In Invective and team officials make all kinds | 
of wild charges without regard for truth. 

Almost Invariably, there la no bails for the outcry. It Is 
quite true that may European players bumped to the ice will 1 
act as If they have been badly hurt when no damage has 
resulted.

Yesterday we discussed the raising 
of hardy annual flowers from seed, 
sowing the seeds in a prepared out¬ 
door seed bed and shifting the seed¬ 
ling plants later to key spots in tha 
garden. Today 1 think we might 
take a closer look at some of the 
newer and better annuals which can 
be handled in this way. 

Cornflowers bloom very quickly 
from seed planted in the open and are 
one of the few annuals which can be 
counted upon to maintain a constant 
succession of bloom from early sum¬ 
mer right through until winter. I 
make two sowings every yeai one 


bearing, plenty of dear Cambridge 
blue flowers. 

Cornflowers are lime-lovers, so 
make sure they gei plenty in thelrt 
final flowering quarters. 

From a rather common and unin¬ 
teresting flower, marigolds have been 
developed into some amazingly beau 
tlful specimens during the last IS 
years and are of the easiest possible 
culture Two main type* are frown, 
the French and the African marigolds 
neither from France nor Africa, 
hui In their wild form natives of 
north and central America. 


It Is difficult to make a choice 
among-Ihe African marigolds, for 
there are so many fine varieties, 
•Some kinds are shaggy, difficult to 
tell at first glance from a hothouse 
chrysanthemum: Giant Fluffy and 
Mammoth Mum are good example* in 
this class Others have tighter 
hlpoms. known as the Carnation- 
flowered marigolds, and of these I

Are we moving irrevocably toward a spoken rultureT 
It doer seem to me that little by little everything Is 
getting put on records. Or being declaimed somewhere. 
The hea* poets In the Village and In Venice West are 
reading their poems aloud, almost before the Ink It dry. 
and this poetry sounds much better than It. read*. It's 
a throwback to primitive cultures when all literature was 
handed down by word of mouth from generation to 
generation. 

Or the records. I was listening the other day to C. 
Northcote Pnrklnson's merry laughter-filled voice bub¬ 
bling on with his not altogether Innocent enthusiasm for 
hi* own Parkinson's law which la a very elaborate law 
that the amount of work proliferates 10 that the more 
people you hire to do a single Job of work, the more work 
they make for each other. iWell. It's more complicated 
than that but It's s marvellous taw and very true Mr. 
Parkinson was saying that It was the Second World War 
that led him to hla stunning conclusion. "Rather an 
expensive way to learn anything." he concluded dryly. 

Parkinson, of course, can be found bottled In the old- 
fashioned way - that Is to say, In hooks. But you get an 
extra dimension, listening the chuckle, the precise 
English diction. Academic Recordings pula out 10 dif¬ 
ferent records of C. Northcote Parkinson's great thoughts 
and another 10 of Ashley Montagu's.

ha largest weekly north of 
Nanaimo. Several national

Born in Northumberland. 
England, he worked his way 
Iol Canada In search of a civil 
service career. Sent to the 
Yukon aa a police constable, 
he patrolled by dog team the 
food cache.* >f gold miners in 
the rush of ’98 and '99. 

Later he returned to Ski;» 
way to serve as a gold commis¬
